ANNOUNCER?  To  the  ancient  and  medieval  peoples  of  Europe  the 

forest  assumed  a definite  personality®  And  around 
this  personality  was  developed  a folklore  of  forest  myths  and 
legends  which  have,  had  a marked  influence  on  the  respectful  and 
conservative  treatment  accorded  European  forests  even  down  to  our 
modern  times.  The  American  Indian  recognised  a definite  personality 
in  the  great  American  forests  and  treated  them  with  respect  and 
veneration  too®  But  when  our  forefathers  landed  in  America  they 
viewed  the  vast  green  stretches  of  forest  confronting  them  in  an 
entirely  different  light*  For  while  they  found  the  forest  useful 
and  beneficial,  it  was  also  a barrier  and  a menace*  And  so  it  is 
that  our  only  contribution  to  the  folklore  of  the  forest  has  been 
that  of  Paul  Bunyan  — a prodigious*  rowdy,  rough  and  ready , sage 
of  forest  exploitation  and  devastation.  The  results  of  the 
18 cut-y our- way- through*  philosophy  are  now* , in  our  present 
generation,  sorrowfully  self-evident*  With  a.  reckless*  wasteful 
abandon,  our  American  woodlands  — once  the  richest  on  earth  — have 
been  sadly  abused*  We  are  paying  now  and  we  will  pay  in  the  future 
for  this  devastation  that  has  gone  on*  And  we  are  having  to  plant, 
new  forests*  But  more  than  this,  we  will  have  to  overcome  our  old 
American  forest  tradition  of  wasteful  exploitation.  If  we  mean  to 
have  new  foests  and  to  2teep  these  new  forests  productive,  we  must 
develop  a new  American  forest  attitude  — a tradition  of 
conservation  and  wise  use®  (MORE) 
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ANNOUNCER:  Unless  we  do,  our  new  forests  will  eventually  go
